RELIEVING DESERTERS. 

The uatiaished business coming over from 
last Friday was a bill to relieve certain sol- 
diers of the late war from the charge of deser- 
tion, and after debate it was laid aside witha 
favorable recommendation, It removes the 
charge of desertion frum the record of sol: 
diers who served in the volunteer service in 
cases where it shall be made to appear, to 
the satisfaction of the secretary of war, that 
such soldiers served faithfally until the expi- 
ration of the term of enlistment, or until the 
first of May, 1865, but by reason of absence 
from their command at the time they were 
mustered out failed to receive an honorable 
discharge. Italso applies to cases in which 
it appears that the soldier charged with deser- 
tion, subsequently ealisted in another regi- 
ment, and was honorably discharged. 

Tae bill for the relief of Myra Clark

THS POS'‘OFFICS BILL. 


The Changes Made in + a. 
P Fast Mali Service, 

WasHIXGTON, /, pri] 18.— The principal 
changes made by the senate in the postofiice 
appropriation iil are that it increases the 
amount allow eq for the postmasters’ salaries 
from $10,500 900 to $11 750.000; for salaries of 
clerksin po atofiices, from $4 775,000 to $4 909.,- 
000; pay’ ent to letter carriers and expenses 
of free ‘,elivery system, from $3,600,00€ to 
$4 0000 ©. The senate struck out the clause 
provid mg that. periodical - publications, 
other than daily newspapers, when 
Cel! gered within the city of publication, 
sh All be charged the same postage as if de- 
/,vered @isewhere. Theappropriation for the 
railway postofilce car service is increased 
from $1 600.000 to $1,625,000' and $185,000 is 
appropriated for the necessary and special 
facilities on trunk lines. The latter item is 
understood to be for faster mail service in 
the south. The amount for steamboat ser- 
vice is increased from $625 000 to $650,000 The 
appropriation for ster routes is increased from 
$4 600.000 to $5 000,000, but the clause ap- 
propriating the ‘‘unexpended balance’ of 
last year’s appropriation is stricken out. 
Tne appropria:ion for the railwey postoftice 
clerks is increased from $4,000,000 Lo $4,300,- 
DOG, and for mail bags and 
catchers from $230,000 to $250000. The 
senate adds tuthe hbiil $4,500 to defray the 
expenses of the delegates to the universal 
postal union congress, to be held at Lisbon, 
in Uctober next, and finally provides that if 
the revenues of the postoffice department 
shall be insufficient to meet tue appropriations 
made bythe act, the deficiency shall be 
made up from any moneysin the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. The amenda- 
ment preposed by Mr. Plumb and adoptec 
by the senate adding $25,000 to the appropri- 
ation was authorized by the committee on 
appropriations. 
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POSTAL THLEGRAPHY.

Adopt the System, 
WaAsHINGTON, April 18.—The house com- 
mittee on postoffices and post roads, -by a 
vote of ten yeas to one nay, adopted a reso- 
lution declaring it to be the sense of thiscom- 
mittee thatit is expedient to adopt the con- 
tract system of postal teleg- 
raphy.

Being thoroughly convinced thai in the pres- 
ent state of public sentiment convictions 
were impossihie in these cases, bé had soin 
formed the attorney general, and had receiv- 
ed from him a letter dated March 15th iast, 
directing him to exercise his discretion in the 
matter, Under this authority he moved tbat 
casts be discontinued.

New York, April 18.—The primaries to

In this he 
says that a merchant had reached Khartoum 
from Elobeid, after ¢ journey of twelve days. 
[The merchant reports that the Tegeba trives 
had twice defeated the mahdi, wao suffered 
heavy losses. The mahdiisnow as completely 
hemmed in as General Gordon is. 

General Gordon has telegraphed to Sir 
Evelyn Baring that his position is hopeless, 
unless Z2behbr Pasha be sent to Khartoum 
immediately. 

THE DYNAMITE CAMPAIGN. 

Lonpon, April 18—The Standard’s Paris 
dispatch says: A letter recieved here from 
an Irish sympathizer with the dynamite 
party states that the dynamite campaign has 
not yet ended. Two hundred and ffty 
pounds of dynamite have been sent from 
France to England within the past three 
weeks, a girl, a resident of Cork, and a 
sister of a dynamiter living in Paris,carrying 
it across the channel. A girl is also 
the medium of communication 
between the dynamiters in Paris and those 
in Great Britain and [reland. The woman 
who conveyed the dynamite used in the 
Victoria depot explosion in Lonodonu has gone 
to America. The dynamiters in Esgland are 
opposed to isolated attempts. They contem- 
plate a general explosion in various parts Oo! 
the country on a certain day and bour. 

THE IRISH CONVENTION 

Destin, April 18 —Ibe convention of the 
Irish national league was he!d a: Kilkenny 
to-day. Resolutions were adopted re athirm- 
ing allegiance to Parneli, and the promise 
was made to subscribe to the proposed fund 
forthe payment of members of parliamen! 
There are rumors of the early retiremient of 
Parnell from the leadership of the Irish na- 
tionalist party. Two reasons for this step are 
assigned, one that heis tired of parliamentary 
life, and the other that the party is wearied 
of him. His retirement is obstructed, how- 
ever, by his recentacceptance of 40,000 pouncs 
of the peopie’s money. 

THE SCATCH UNIVERSITY. 

Epingure, April 18.—There was a meeting 
at tne Presbyterian Synod hail of the siu- 
deats and council of the university. 5ir 
Stafford Northcote, lord rector of the uni- 
versity, presided. In thecourse of his re- 
marks he spoke in high eulogy of James 
Russell Lowell, the American minister, and 
said that he was ‘‘known thoughout the 
world as one of the greatest literary orna- 
ments.””

BY HIS OWN HAND. 


TOBE TURNER AT LAST CHEATS 
THE GALLOWS OF ITS VICTIM. 


He Stremglies Mimssif to Death With a Silk 
Heandktretief—Berrowing Seimes in the 
Jali—Htse Aged Mether Grows Frastic 
Over His Body, Etc., Bte. 


Special to The Constitution. 

GREENVILLE, Ga., VIA LAGRANGE, April 18 
—Tobe Turner defeated the vengeance of the 
law by taking his life by his own hands on 
che day upon which he was to have been exe- 
cuted. His previous attempts had excited 
the attention of the people, and his finalsuc 
ces3 in cheating the gallows will render his 
story one of the most notable in theannals of 
Georgia crime. | 

Tarner was to have been hung for the kill- 
ing of Ca>tain J. E. Shuttles in Greenville, 
Jane 6,1881. There was an old fued between 
the two men, and on the evening of that day 
they met in a saloon, from which Turner was 
taken asa prisoner and S‘uttles a corpse. 
Tae evidence was somewhat con- 
flicting, but nut sufficiently s* 
to = save Turner's conviction. His 
preliminary trial lasted nine days, and re- 
sulted in a committal on the fourteeath of 
January, 1882. He was bailed out in the sum 
of $5,000, and remained at large until the 
following December, when his trial was had. 
The case hasebeen to the supreme court, and 
the j.dgment of tke court below was affirmed 
Novewber 15,1883, and he was resentenced 
February, 1884. The story of yesterday 
will be found detailed as follows: 

THE RIDE TO GREEEVILL®, 

He ence?! his own lifein his cell in the Merri- 
county jail, butthe mode of exit 

‘urner chore was perfectly satisfactory to the 
large crowd that assembled to see him swing 
off, and almost acomvlete execution of the 
sentence of the court. Turner, rotwith- 
standing his repeated declaration that he 
would not die like a dog with a rope around 
his neck, ended his miserable existence by 
strangulation, but the knot was asilken and 
nota hempen one. Turner's last ride was 
marked by no particular episode Tne train 
left Atlanta Thursday p. m., at 2 o’elock, 
and reached Grantville about four. He was 
taken from thecoach and placed in a car- 
riage and driven to this place 
During the run from Atlanta 
to Grantville, Turner prayed almost con- 
stantiy. He rested his head nearly theentire 
distance in his mother’s lap, and frequently 
wou!d startle every One in the car by ex- 
claiming: 

“Oh, God, grant me one last request. Let 
me die with my head in my mother’s lap.”’ 

His prayer met witha hearty amen irom 
his aged and distressed mother, who prayed 
nearly the entire way for her son’s deliv- 
erance from his terrible fate. Two or three 
times during the trip Turner fell asleep, and 
when he instantly awoke turned his eyes up 
and said: 

‘‘Mother, God bless you, you are with me 
still.”’

PARTING OF MOTHER AND 80N. 

At Grantville the mother and her con- 
demned son were separated. The pariiog was 
a painful sight and those who witnessed it 
will never forget the piercing shrieks of the 
old lady as her son was torn by 
force from herarms. Leaving the train at 
Grantville was quite a surprise to Turner and 
his mother, whv had been induced to believe 
that they would take the carriage at Hogans- 
ville. Theehsange was made by the sheritf 
because he feared that an attempt mighr 
be made on the road te rescae 
the prisoner. The trip through the country 
ina carriage was successfully accomplished. 
Turner prayed nearly the entire sixteen 
miles, and seemed to have lost all nerve. He 
said that his death would be a murder, and 
that everyone who had had a hand in it 
would get full vengance. 

IN THE JAIL. 

The mournful cavaicade reached Green- 
ville about eight o'clock, and Turner waseat 
once placed in his old cell in the coun- 
ty jail. A large guard was placed 
about the building, armed  witn 
repeating rifles and shotguns. About nine 
o’ clock that night the sheriff entered Tur- 
ner’s cell with anew suit of clothing and 
made him divest himself of every rag, even 
the undershirtin whichit is said Turner 
hed conceaited his morphine: This was 
done to prevent any attempt to end 
hisown life. Turner did not relish 
the change, but made it, and when the sheriff 
left the cell he carried away everything he 
thougnt Turper had with him except a silk 
handkerchief. The sheriff then asked Turner 
to have something to eat, butfhe declined 
Nothing more could be done ‘or him, and 
his cell door was locked and the condemned 
left to pass his last night alone, He passed 
the nightin constant prayer, until nearly 
midnight. He, prayed for everybody lhe 
knew and especially for his mother wh» 
had been sc devoted to him. Soon after mid 
night he fell into profound sleep from waich 
he awoke soon after daylight. 

HIS LAST MOKNING. 

Immediately after awakening Tarner waik- 
ed up tothe celi door and asked one of the 
euards to give himadrink of water. He 
swallowed the waterand returned to his bed 
again About 6 o'clock Saeriff Moffett 
visiied the jail, and calling Tarmer to the 
door asked nim what be would eat. Turner 
refused everything excepta glass of wine, 
which wesgiven him through the door by 
the sheriff. Turner iooked bright and talked 
pleasantly to the guards, ail of whom he 
knew from childhood, calling each one by 
name. About seven o’ciock Sherif 
Moffit asked him if anything 
more could be done for him. Turner replied, 

“No, thank you—nothing. lam ready to 
die. lJ have tried two or tnree tines to kill 
myself, but God has seen fit to prevent me, 
and now lam giladofit. | feel this morning 
like my sins have been forgiven and that l 
will be with Jesus to-day. | am ready 
and anxious for the hanging. I am 
sorry I tried to kill myself, but I won’t do it 
apy more Now leave me, and let me pray.”’ 

Turner’s talk was calm, coherent and de- 
livered with asmile upon his face. Ashe 
completed his remark ne turned away from 
the door and seeking fis pallet lay down. 

THE La:T INTERAIEW. 

At half past eigut o’ciock the condemned 
men’s mother, father, sister, and broth- 
er, asked to see him Sher- 
iff Moffeit granted their request, and 
leading them to the jail door left tuem while 
be wentiato tell Turner. As the sheriff 
entered the cell, he calied Turner, bat receiv 
ing no response andvyanced tw the side of Lis 
pailet and shook him. Turger’s body give ‘o 
tbe push, but there was no answer. sheriff 
Moffett insieantiy suspected something and 
dropping to his knees looked into Turner's 

ace. 

THE MAN WAS DEAD 

The face was parpie. There was no pu'se, 
and fearing that the man was dying, Dr.. J. 
E. G. Terrell and Dec. E. B. Terreil were sent 
for. The former responded at once aad 
reached the jail at precisely nine o’cleck.

The handkerchief 
was quickly cut snd every possible effort 
made to revive Turner, but the physicians’ 
work was useless, and at 11 o'clock, after two 
hours careful watching and painful work 
they pronounced Turner dead and beyon 
the reach of the law. 
THE EXCITEMENT OUTSIDE, 

The crowd outside Knew that something 
was wrong with Turner, but they had no idea 
tbat he was dead untilafter eleven o'clock. 
The crowd was about three thousand strong, 
and when the news once got outside the jail, 
it went rapidly. The aged mother, sup- 
ported by her eldest son, sat just euatehdn 
the jail door, awaiting an opportunity 
to see her son for the last time. 

THE MOTHER'S HYSTERIA. 

About half-past eleven o'clock Sheriff Mof- 
{+t informed her that her son was dead, and 
that she might see him, The eld lady lean- 
ing upon her eldest son's arm, entered the 
jail. She was bowed with age, but as soon as 
her eyes fell upon the body of the suicide, 
she sprang from her support, and running 
across the cell fell upon the dead body crying: 

‘‘My son, oh my son, have you gone to 
Jesus? Havethey killed you? What have 
they done to you?” 

Then turning to the doctor she asked 
whether anything had been given him to 
produce death. The doctor truthfully said 
‘“no,’”’ whereupon the old woman cried: 

‘‘Thoank God, my boy has gone to Jesus.’ 

Falling across the body, she placed her 
hands upon his throat where the handker- 
chief had choxed out the life, and said: 

“My boy, they didn’t get to kill you, did 
they? They didn’t get to put a rope around 
this dear, dear neck, didthey? Oh, thank 
God, you have died and beaten them. I hupe 
that you are atrest. Look! !ook! at those! 
eyes! See howthey show! Why don’t you 
close his eyes?”’ 

Her ravings were fearful and hardly a dry 
eye was seen about the prison. Her sorrow 
wai so great that an effurt was made to take 
her from the jail, but she refused togo un.ess 
permitted to take her son. 

BERATING THE +HERIF?. 

The sheriff said he wouid be compelled to 
keepthe body until three o'clock, and that 
she might have itthben. This caused Mra, 
Turner to turn her wrat) upon the sheriff, 
She said— 

“You don’t intend to give me body. What 
do you want to ‘keep a dead man in jaii for? 
W hat can the law do with adead man?’ She 
was carried away by force, and then the body 
was placad in a coffin and carefully watched 
until three o'clock, when it was surrendered 
to his father. 

THE FATAL SILK 
Turner had been permitted to retain the 
silk handkerchief when his clothing was 
changed. It was a dyed piece of silk. Turner 
tied it tight about the neck, in a hard knot, 
and then wrapped his head closely in a heavy 
pianket. His death was the reeuit of strang- 
ulation. Drs. Terrell both assert that he took 
no poison. 
THE UNUSED £CAFFOLD, 

The scaffold had been built ina holiow 
near the town, and when the news of Tur- 
ner’s death reached the crowd, everybody 
went out to see the death drop. 
About noon. the body was 
taken from the jail, and placed 
ia the yard where everybody had an oppor- 
tunity tosee it. The body will be baried 
to-day at his father-in-law's place, about ten 
miles from this place. 

TURNER § LAST TALK 

Turner’s last conversation with his mothe 
wason Thursday. He expressed a doubt as 
to bis execution, and it is said that he never 
abandoned bope until that evening when nis 
eyes fell upon the scaffold which had been 
erected for him.

HODGES HANGED, 


The Exeeutien of the Murderer of His Sweethrart In 
Eastman, 
Special to The Constitution. 
Eastman, April 18 —Willis Hodges, con- 
victed of the murder of Lizzie Jones, near 
Caoauncey on the fifth of December last, was 
publicly hanged heretoday. Six or eight 
hundred people were present. Good order 
prevailed. A telegram sigaoed by several 
gentiemen was sent Governor McDaniel this 
morning asking him to grant Hodges a respite 
until a petition could reach him fora cammnu- 
tation of the punishment to life imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary. The governor 
replied that his seuse of duty constrdined him 
to decline to interfere without knowing the 
grounds of the petition for respite, 

THE DEATH MakCH, 

Sheriff Rawlens took tne prisoner from jail 
at 12:10and conducted him under guard to 
the scaffold, several hundrei yards from the 
jail. Prayer was said by Rev. P. A. Jessup, 
the song selected by the prisoner was ‘'Fare- 
well, dear friend.”’ The song, “Did Christ 
o’er sinners weep,” was 4)80 
sung. After a brief talk by 
the prisoner and an earnest prayer by him, 
he said he. had been guilty of murder, but 
bad repented, was forgiven and was going to 
heaven. He warned the people to keep out 
of bad company and let whisky alone He 
said that wis what brougit himto the gal- 
lows. : 

THE FATAL JUMP. 

The song, “Hark, iisten to the trumpet,” 
wassung. Jae prisoner waved his hand to 
those around, and simply said: ‘' Farewell.” 
Then atone o clock and twenty-one minates 
the sheriff cut the rope and Hodges leaped 
into eternity withouta struggle. His body 
wastaken tothe negro cemetery and there 
decently interred. 

THE &TORY OF HODGES § CRIME, 

The deed for which Willis Hodges was 
hanged was the murder of Lizzie Jones at the 
turpentine works of .. Peacock & Co., near 
Chauncy, on the 25th day of last December. 
Hodges wasasharp, mean looking colored 
feliow of small stature, and apparently be. 
tween twenty aod tweaty-five years of sage. 
Lizzie Jones atthe time of the murder was 
his paramvuur. Lizzie had become displeased 
with Hodges, and tad taken up with another 
iman named Mat Faison, with whom sbe was 
cohabiting at the time of the tragedy, which 
resulted in her death. Hodges seemed to 
have jealousy rankling in his breast, and 
prompted by the green eyed monster Le up- 
braided Lzzie for leaving him 
share the em braces of her 
other sweetheart. A qnarrel ensued 
and in the course of their dispute Lizzie told’ 
Hocges that some man had hither. He 
threatened to kill the man and sterted off ag 
ifim search for him. Lizzie called to him 
and begged him notto kill anybody on her 
account. Hodges replied, “shut your d—d 
mouth, or I will kill you!” She persisted 
in asking him not to hurt any body and 
growing angry he turned, and as se stood in 
the door aimost ten paces from bim, he curs 
ed her, and without the slightest cause or 
provocation crew a pistoland shot her, the 
pali entering the jeftsr\ ie between the sixth 
and seventh ribs, fraciuring one of the ribs, 

ranging downwards tbronga the bowels and 
#emband lodging in the bowels. The un- 
fortunate Woman lingered abont three days 
aud then died from the effects of the wound. 
Cae killing occurred atthe house occupied 
by Mat Faison with wiom Lizzie was living 
at the time as bis wife. 

FLIGHT, CAPTURE AND CONVICTION. 

Hodges fied, and bis whereabouw was not 
known until about the 9:hor 10th of Janu- 
ary, when Sheriff Rigiins receiveda : 
from Gordon, Ga, anuougcing that Hodges 
was there, and tbe sher: tf immedi wired 
back instructions for bis arrest.

Presented to the Columbus Guards by 
Lieut. Clements, 
July, 1861, 


Theinscription was nearly effaced, but could b 
traced with a magnifying glass, Commander 
Munger reported to the Columbus Guards, and 
wrote that Mr. Godfrey was willing to restore tke 
relic to its proper owners, Ans#¥er was duly re- 
turned from the captaia of the Guards. It enclosed 
a resolution of the common council of the city of 
Columbus, thanking Mr. Godfrey for his offer to 
restore the guano, and offered to defray all expenses 
for purchase and sending. 

«A Sun reporter called upon Mr. Godfrey yester- 
day, audfrom him learned the history of Red 
Jacket. “I beughtthe howitzer,’’ be said, “from 
Captain George H. Whiteside in 1865. Captain 
Whiteside was then commander oftheSbamrock, 
audafterward commanded the Rebecca Evering: 
ham, recently burned on the Chatiahoochee river. 
i purchased it fora mere song in a general invoice 
of old junk. It wascoated with verdigris,and not 
until it was cleaped,some time afterward. wasthe 
inscription decipherable, Captain Whiteside drew 
the guu and carriage from the bottom of the Uhat- 
taheochee river onthe fluke of the auchor of the 
Shamrock and had no jdea of its historical record.”’ 

Ked Jacket began firing salutes in 1861 at the 
ipauguration of Jefferson Davis as president of the 
southern Confederacy at Montgomery, aia. On 
that occasion it was handled by the Columbus 
Guards who were stationed on Capitol hill, and 
fired 100 times, When the Guards were ordered to 
the front and became company G of the Second 
Georgia regiment, and joined Toombs’s_ brigade, 
Red Jacket was left in the care of the 
citizens of Columbus and did duty 
in firing salutes for coufeJerate victories. At the 
close of the war, when General Canby penetrated 
through Alabama to Columbus, the Columbians, 
who bad not heard of General Lee’s surrender, 
piauted Red Jacket upon the bank of the Chatta~ 
hoochee river and prepared to beat back the in’ 
vader. They were soon convinced of this error, 
butto save their little howitzer they spiked it and 
tumbied it to the bottom of the stream. 

Since Red Jacket has been in New York itha 
belched forth salutes forthe inauguration of each 
president oi the United States, beginning with 
ven. Grant,’’ ‘except,’ said Mr, Godfrey, ‘‘the in:

A NEW SYS EM OF PENSIONS. 

In one of the counties in the southern part 
of Georgia a citizen is allowed by the county 
authorities an appropriation of eight dollars 
a month for the support of his father-in-law. 
As a beginning, this will do very well. but it 
is only as a beginning that we feel disposed to 
indorse it. It is well enough for the various 
counties to make provisions for the support 
of fathers-in-law, but, as it stands, it is in the 
nature of a discrimination against ‘mothers- 
in-law. Why should fathers-in-law be 
encouraged by appropriations for their sup- 
port, while nothing is done for the mothers- 
in-law, who not only bave to bear the brunt 
of the cruelest and unkindest satire, but are 
compelled to become the slaves of a genera- 
tion of grandchildren? 

Some of these days a reformed public

LAND PIRATES iN GEORGIA. 

The Albany News and Advertiser calls at- 
tention to a system of swindles that ought to 
receive the prompt attention of the state 
authorities. These swindies are a part of the 
progeny of the wild land fraudsto which 
public attention was called in these columns 
several years ag0, and which were partially— 
and only partially—remedied by subsequent 
legislation. The Newsand Advertiser declares 
that hardly a day passes thatsome fraudulent 
transaction iu land is not reported, and the 
difficulty is that thereseems to be no remedy 
for the serious losses which real land owners 
suffer, Judging from the information 
which our contemporary gives the purchaser 
of lands istrequentiy a pirty to the fraud. 
He wants the land only for 
the timber, and he is not 
interested in the character of the titles, 
Some'imes, indeed, the purchaser is the in- 
nocent victim, butin either case the real 
owner is swindled. 

Generally speaking, however, those who 
want lands for the timber are not anxious to 
scrutinize titles too carefully. He will pur- 
chass from one whom he knows to bea 
frauniulent agent. This fraudulent agent has 
a ciaim of titles, an d these are sufficient. The

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to set up his title to the property there iss 
delay iu the settlement, and by the time the 
genuine titles are proven, the timber has dis» 
appeared, and the purchaser hes secured all 
the profit from the land that he expected or 
desired to, 

Toe News and Advertiser hints that some 
of the titles by which this robbery of land is 
carried on, bear the impress of the great seal 
of the state, and it inquires how this im- 
posing signatureis obtained. The inquiry 
isa very important one. Here isa gang of 
land pirates going about the state swindling 
the people under the pretection ofa forged 
impression of the state’s seal. 

This whole business is important enough 
to attract the attention of the state authori- 
ties. Let Governor McDaniel set in motion 
an investigation that will unearth the land 
pirates so that the next legislature may have 
definite information upon which to base 
action. cer 


BLAINE IN TH & LEAD AGAIN. 
The contest for the republican nomization 
is not only becoming interesting, but it is 
narrowing down so that the situation is be- 
coming reasonably clear. Perhaps the 
strangest thing ia connection with the strug- 
gle is the weakness of the man who is in 
power and who is confessedly one of the best 
politicians in the country. Instead cf about 
10 votes in Penasylvania and avout 25 in his 
own state, Arcnur cannot put his hand on a 
northern del: Nor will he control the 
solid south, for he has lost I) !aware and 
West Virginia, and his conivol of the 
coming Virginia vote is exceedingly 
uncertain. He has lost some delegates, too, 
in Maryland, Kentucky, Missouri, Arkansas 
and Tennessee. Arthur’s southern strength 
will net exceed 200 out of 500 delegates, and 
he will not have over fifty northern delegates. 
The New York delegation will stand, if New 
York city selects sixteen Arthur delegates, 
about as follows: Arthur, thirty; Blaine, 
twenty-five; Edmunds, twelve; scattering, 
five. But who can say that Arthur will 
carry the eight districts of New York city? 
John J. O'Brien, it is conceded, will control 
some of these districts, and the republican 
boss had to make a fight for the chairmanship 
of thecounty committee against the president's 
closest friends. O'Brien will carry in his 
pocket several delegates, and no one knows 
how he will vote them. At any rate Arthur 
has failed to carry his own state; and the dis- 
position of his strength in the convention is 
now about all that makes him an important 
feature of the race. 
But where can Biaine find the necessary 
411 votes? Outside of Maine he has no New 
England votes; his strength in the south is far 
less than it was four years ago; Illinois will 
go for Logan and Wisconsin for Fairchild. 
The New York vote is greatiy split up, 
There seems to be, however, one chance for 
Blaine, namely, if Arthur goes to pieces be- 
fore the convention meets, or shortly after it 
has assembled, Blaine may pick up enough re- 
cruits from the south to give vhim the nomi- 
nation. Itis his sole chance. It is not, how- 
ever, an improbable chance, 
If Blaine isnot abletoget together 411 
voies, then of course the hour of the 
dark horse has come, and the entire 
array from Lincoln and Gresham down to 
Hawley and Fairchild will prick up their 
ears and offer the convention every opportu- 
nity to take them. General Grant is said to 
be one whose hopes hang upon Blaine’s fail- 
ure to getenough recruits from the Arthur 
break-up. In other words, it is Blaine ora 
dark horse that the democrats must encounter 
in November, for Arthur, Logan and Ed- 
munds are now practically out of the race,

COUNTING THE ELECTORAL VOTE. 
The Hoar bill to regulate the counting of 
the electoral vote is again before the senate, 
it first came up in 1878, and since that time 
it has twice passed the senate without a di- 
vision. Everybody admits that there should 
be a certain and definite way to settle dispu- 
ted voies, and Mr. Eaton, of the house spe- 
cial committee on the subject, 
has already reporied a substitute 
for the Hoar bili. The two bills 
differ widely, and there is danger that be. 
tween the two no bi!l will become a law. 

The senate bill proposes that every contest 
snall be settled by the state tribunals, and 
for that purpose the time between the choos- 
ing of electors and their meeting is extended 
to three months. No return is to be rejected 
unless by the concurrent vote of both houses, 
acting separately. Ifthere are two sets of 
returns and the state tribunal has not decided 
between them, or if there are two state tri- 
bunals claiming to be de facto and de jure 
the representative of its authority, then 
neither return can be counted without the 
consent of both houses. On the other hand 
the house substitute, beyond regulating some 
formal details, simply lays down the princi- 
p‘e that all-disputes and objections are to be 
settled by the two houses in joint convention, 
voting as one body.

sense and patriotism in the two bodies to 
secure to the people a compromise of the 
differences in the two bills, numerous and 
fundamental as they may be. It ought not

Danionega gold fever broke out and advised 
Keynolds to go there and begin mining, hop- 
ing in that way to get his kinsman from un- 
der the bad influence which Reynolds 
exercised. Reynolds said he had 
no money and could not Go 
anything, but was told that he had saved one 
negro from the wreck and would be given 
anotbar negro and five hundred dollars to 
start him on bisway. Reynolds agreed and 
plunged into the heart of the rugged Biue 
Kidge with his two dusky companions, He 
ramoied around in the neighborhood of 
White county until one day when he got 
into @ ravine. 

‘‘Let’s go up here, ‘boys,’’ he said, ‘we 
came here to dig gold and one place is about 
as good as another.”’ 

A short distance up the ravine the three 
men dug a hole and 

{TRUCK A VEIN 
which has since become famous as the ‘‘Rey- 
nolds vein.’’ They worked and took out the 


precious metal in considerable «quantities. { 


Things went along very nicely untii one day, 
when one of Reynolds’ negroes gaye him 
some impudence, and he struck him. The 
blow was just a wee bit too severe, and the 
man turned up his toes. Reynolds was tried 
and acquitted. 

When the panic of 1835 came along, Rey- 
nolds counted his gold wuich had been 
coined at Dablonega,-and his pile amounted 
io just $35,000, 

A number of rich men in Abbeville failed, 
and Reynolds took his yellow cash and went 
down to the sberiff’ssale. He bought seventy 
five able bodied negroes and marched them 
on foot into, the Nacoochee valley and then 
commenced work in earnest, With these 
men be pressed his business, forgetting The 
follies of his youth, becoming thoroughly 
fascinated in the search forthe yellow dust 
that lay hidden in the dells gnd vales of the 
lovely Blue Ridge country. A few years and 
Reynolds had taken out first, last and all to- 
gether balf a million doliars, and afier living 
mapy years an honored ana respected citizen 
with an interesting family, died leaving 
an estate of two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars. Along with the property that the 
old man had owned and worked was the fa- 

nous lot, number 10, on which there was 
much goid. He told his children never to be 
miners, but never to sell lot number 10 as it 
was rich--exceedingly rich. That some day 
improved machinery for working gold would 
be invented and then they conld put in the 
lotasstock in some company.

MOREL’S ANTECEDENTS, 


Morel comes ofa family weil known in 
Georgia and that has contributed distinguish- 
ed men to the state’sroll of honor. This fact 
was referred to by Judge Stewart in pro- 
nouncing sentenee upon him, Judge Clark 
said he bad known Morel’s family, many of 
them personally for three generations, and 
historically for five generations.

Colonel W.8, Thomson, of this city, was 
in the same company, the Stuart Horse Ar- 
tillery, in the confederate army, with Morel, 
who was then about seventeen 
years of age, He says that 
Morel was as brave a soldier as ever went 
upon & battlefield and that he was a man of 
singularly pure habits and conversation. He 
was never known to indulge in the smutot 
the campfire or the dissipations of soldier 
life. Colonel Thompson and Morel were 
promoted for meritorious services at the 
same time, 

After the war Morel went to New Orleans 
and engaged in business. He feil into dissi- 
pated habitsand began to weaken his sensi- 
bilities, his unfortunste weakness, despite all 
efforts at reform bringing him to his present 
position. He has the warmest sympathies of 
all who were once his admiring friends, 

THE FUTURE OF HIS CASE.

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COVERING THE COUNTRY. 


The Southern Telegraph Cemparny Runsisg 4 No 
Work of Wires AU Over the Land, 

The Southern telegraph company, since it 
opened its office in the Gate City bank build- 
ing on Alabama street, has gone to work so 
quietly that many of our citizens have had a 
yery vegue idea of the progress of the enter- 
prise and the extent of its business. 

From a report submitted by 
one president of the com- 
pany to a meeting of the directors on the 31st 
of last month it appears that in Angust last 
year the mileage of the company was 295 
miles of pole, and 1,995 of wire, its capital 
stock $300,000 and its bonded debt $300,000, 
During the past eight months the company 
has earned and paid dividends of eight per 
ceut per annum, upon its stock, and has 
accumulated a surplus, including premium 
received upon subscriptions to stock, of $304,- 
637.54, issued stock to the amount of $2 000,- 
000, and bondsto the amount of $1,800,000, 
making a total of $4,104,637 54. 

The bonded debt of the company, which by 
the way, is known as “The Bankers’ and 
Merchants’ telegraph company,’ the South- 
ern telegraph company beiag the name of 
their branch in this section, consisting of a 
divisional mortgage covering its lines from 
New York to Washington, $300,000, and the 
amount issued under a generai mortgage for 
$0,000,000, covering all the property 
ofthe company, including its stock and 
control of telegraph and other companies, 
$1,509,000, making a total of $1,800,000. 

It appears that of the unissued $8,500,000 
under the $10,000 000 mortgage, $7,000,000 are 
tobe deposited in trust with the Farniers’ 
loan and trust company to be withdrawn 
oaly as the linesof the company are extended, 
and atarate not to exceed $75 p2r mile of 
each extension. 

The lines of this company now extend 
from Boston, Albany, Ogdensburg, Oswego, 
Rochester, Buffalo, Cleveland, Toledo, Da. 
troit, etc., etc, in thenorth; to Providence, 
New Haven, New York, Philadelphia, Baiti- 
more, Washingtov, Richmond, Norfolk, 
Charleston, etc., etc., in the east; to Savan- 
nah, Augusta, Atlanta, Montgomery, etc., 
etc., inthe south; to Chicago, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Atchison, St. Joseph, etc., etc., 
in the west; already connecting with 431 
offices of itsown, besides a large number 
through connecting telegraph and telephone 
lines. The company has under construction 
and contract, lines (portions of which are al- 
ready completed and paid for) from Mont- 
goimery to Mobile and New Orleans; Chicago 
via Milwaukee te Minneapolis, St. Paul, etc.;

City National bank when the present watch- 
man dies—a position for which Flemming is 
Waiting patiently.
